The meet¬ 
ing, under the auspices of the 
chamber of commerce committee 
on education, of which 10. D. Bur¬ 
bank is chairman, was turned 
over to the survey staff of the 
Pasadena schools immediately fol¬ 
lowing the dinner, and the reports 
of the various members of the 
survey staff were presented under 
V the direction of Superintendent 
John A, Se.x.son. 

f That portion of the survey 
showing that a new building cost¬ 
ing 3180,000 could be constructed 
at a cost of only $l.r)0 for each 
$.5,000 property valuation, per 
year, was perhaps the outstand¬ 
ing fact presented. This includes 
an auditorium with a seating ca¬ 
pacity of from 500 to 700, a struc¬ 
ture which in itself would till a 
long-felt public need. 

The survey was presented with¬ 
out recommendation except a.s to 
the advisabiiity of constructing' 
at the earliest possible date, the 
school plant as suggested. 

Two hundred copies of the 28- 
page report were prepared and 
placed in the hands of those .at¬ 
tending the dinner and may be 
seen by any interesteil. The tind-

The rea.son for the present 
vogue for our own American 
■sii^geis and instrumentalists, was 
plainly apparent to the large au¬ 
dience gathered at tlie Woman’s 
CT(ib house Tuesday night to hear 
tlje .song recital by our own Don¬ 
ald Thayer, and his assisting art¬ 
ists, O.scar liasbach and Miss Or- 
line Burrow'. 

With the exception of two num¬ 
bers the famous American bari. 
tone .sang in English, permitting 
the audience to enjoy to the full 
his splendid artistry, fine diction 
and best of all, a marvelous tone 
quality over which he assumed 
alisolute control. The lyric qual¬ 
ity of this fine voice was partic¬ 
ularly apparent in the exquisite 
compositions of Oscar Rasbach. 
The singer u.sed first, "Trees," 
which is now known and loved 
everywhere. But especially de¬ 
lightful was the newest .song tiy 
this .Sierra Madre musician, 
"Overtones." No song in recent 
years has so appealed to the 
writer as this number, still in 
manuscript, and which seems cer¬ 
tain to rival "Trees" in popularity. 
The number reiiuires exquisite 
plirasing and .sound musicianship 
on the part of the singer to hilng 
out all its subtle charm, and 
Mr. Thayer’s interpretation was 
thoroughly adequate. "A Wan¬ 
derer's Song," also by Mr. Ras¬ 
bach, was much enjoyed. 

"Lie There, My Lute,” .\lac- 
ciinn, was one of the unforget- 
able numbers rendereil by Mr. 
Thayer. 

.Miss Burrow received a real 
ovation from her Sierra Madre 
friemls and neighbors. This young 
mush ian apparently has cvery- 
tiiing than can be required for 
a successful career in the music 
W'orld a most charming person¬ 
ality, .sound musicianship and an 
extraordinary technical skill. She 
is winning her place In music not 
alone by natural musicianship and 
personal charm, hut by unremit¬ 
ting patience and, in short, put¬ 
ting herself whole-heartedly into 
her work. She chose three Kreis- 
ler numtiers and a composition by 
Sarasate as her part of the pro. 
gram and was forced to add two 
more in respon.se to insistent en¬ 
cores. 

Mr. Rasbach as accompanist 
proved his abaillty not only as a 
creator of music but as an inter¬ 
preter, as well, and his accom- 
p.animents were most artistic and 
satisfying.

-- .Sierra Madre need have no fear 
of a water sliortage even though 
the population increa.se from one 
third to one-half its present size 
for the new .storage reservoir at 
the head of Grove street will prac¬ 
tically double the present w'ater 
storage capacity of Sierra Madre.. 

The pouring of 250 cubic yards 
of concrete for the 16-foot wall 
started at 4 o'clock Tuesday 
morning and continued without 
interruption until 5:30 p .m. that 
day. it was necessary to make 
one continuous pour in order to 
make the concrete set properly. 
This is one of the lirst reservoirs 
in this district in the construction 
of which was used the water ce¬ 
ment ratio combined with the 
"fineness modulus" system which 
i.s the most modern method rec¬ 
ommended by the Portland Ce¬ 
ment As.sociation. With this sys¬ 
tem it is possible to practically 
pre-determine the strength of the 
concrete work as the mixture is 
being prepared, according to O. A. 
Gierlieh .city engineer in charge 
of the work. 

This huge reservoir was started 
nearly two months ago on the 
site of the old city reservoir at 
the head of Grove street. The 
use of this site saved the city 
many thousands of dollars which 
would have been necessary to 
spend for land and excavating if 
another site had been chosen. By 
the present arrangement the en¬ 
tire work will cost approximately 
$25,000. 

The city expects to be able to 
use the new reservoir by June 
I to 10 and will then have a 
water .‘Storage capacity of 5,000.. 
000 gallons. Bids are being ask¬ 
ed elsewhere in this issue for a 
centrifugal booster pump and a 
deep well turbine pump in order 
that the proper pumping facilities 
will be ready when the reservoir 
is completed. The turbine now in 
use has a capacity of only 900 
gallons per minute and it will be 
turned in on the purchase of the 
new pump which must be able to 
pump 1.500 gallons per minute. 

The maximum single day's con¬ 
sumption of water in summer is 
2,600.000 gallons, according to 
Jame.s E. Carpentre, superinten¬ 
dent of .streets and water, and 
this new reservoir will assure 
ample reserve protection against 
tires or any other emergency at 
all times, as well as providing for 
the future growth of the city of 
Sierra Madre. 

The city council and other offi¬ 
cials take this opportunity to ex¬ 
tend a cordial invitation to the 
public to inspect this work on the 
reservoir which is just now at 
the most interesting stage. The 
huge tank is circular in form, 
having a diameter of 155 feet and 
a depth of 23 feet in the center. 
The walls are 16 feet and 3 inches 
high on the vertical side. It will 
all be completely covered over 
with a wood roof supported by 
massive concrete posts, and all 
together represents an admirable 
achievement for the city.

I’icturing the final elTect in¬ 
volves not only power and effort 
in visuolimtion but also a knowl¬ 
edge of what the individual plants 
will finally do. 

The grcate.st mistake home 
gardeners are probably making 
now, it was thought ,is in water¬ 
ing too often and too superficial¬ 
ly. Long time and deep irriga. 
tion is better, except for seeds 
and seeillings. Exten.sive pruning 
should be over now, but all sum¬ 
mer there wdll he need for many 
touches of pruning here and there. 

Fertilization with chemicals and 
steamed bone meal should cease 
before hot weather, but barnyard 
manure, especiall.v in liquid form, 
and blood meal can be applied 
where needed after copious water¬ 
ing, and watered or cultivated in. 

Baking of soil should be pre¬ 
vented after watering by nuilch- 
irig or light cultivation, which 
practice also conserves moisture. 

Santly .soils hold water poorly, 
and need more frequent watering 
and cultivation. Incorporation ot 
barn yard manure helps. Ground 
covers could be used, ns portulncn 
in rose beds. Roses can be wat- 
cicd overhead in hot weather, if 
prolonged to deep absorption and 
not in sun. In foggy weather 
the practice is conducive to mil¬ 
dew. This pest is best treated 
with the very tine form of sul-

Health Facilities 

Health education should be giv- 
enn lirsl con.sideration in plamnug 
the senool builuinga- and educa¬ 
tional program of the community. 

Sierra rvladre in its schools is i 
striving to do adequate work in' 
the health preservation of its 
children. 

The physical condition of the 
building now used by the children 
in Sierra Madre is such as to 
make impossible the best health | 
opportunities for children. | 

Finance | 

It was found by the survey i 
committee that Sierra Aladre pos- j 
sesses suflicieiit weaitii to make' 
adequate provisions for the edu¬ 
cational needs and oppoitunities 
of her children. 

Ill comparison with districts 
found in Los Angeles County sim- I 
ilar to Sierra Aladre, she has nut I 
expended the amount tor educa-I 
tional opportunities as tiie great 
majority of her sister cities. 

It is estimated that to piovide; 
an adequate educational ojipor-' 
tunity lor the cliilaren or tne 
Sierra Aladre elementary school 
district with modern conveniences, 
xt would coat the owner of prop¬ 
er/ 1 / valiivU at $500,000 an in¬ 
crease of tax annually of the sum 
of $4.00 ill addition to ills yresint 
taxes. 

Buildings and Grounds 

The pre.sent buildings in which 
the pupils of the Sierra Aladre 
elementary school distiicL are 
housed are inadequate. 

The inadequacy of these build¬ 
ings impairs the health, nicre.ises 
the hazard of living and decreases 
the educational opportunity of the 
children of that district. 

Adequate play space properly 
equipped is essential to healtli- 
buildiiig and conservation of cml- 
drcii. 

Playgrounds and play space al ■ 
lotted to children m the Sierra 
Aladre school district are such in 
amount and kind as to render 
health development througii play 
almost impossible. 

Kecoiiimendations 

The survey staff recommends 
that the elementary school dis¬ 
trict of Sierra Aladre coiistiuct a 
modern school plant as indicated 
by the floor plan submitted (in 
blue prints shown at the meet 
ing). As planned, this building 
will face the south, its locution 
will be close to the south bound¬ 
ary of the present school grounds. 
The wing to the west will be two 
storie.s in height and will provide 
facilities for the cla.ssrooms for 
larger boys and girls. There will 
be ten classrooms in this wing. 

The central unit will contain 
the auditorium and stage, with 
the administration services indi¬ 
cated. namely, the imblic oflice, 
princlpar.s private ofhee, clinic 
room, teachers' rest room, libraiy, 
and the neces.sary facilities inci¬ 
dental thereto. The e.ist wmg 
will contain three classrooms anil 
the kindergarten. 

This wing will be one story in 
height and provision will be made 
for the future additional building 
immediately back of the corridor 
in case the pupil population 
should necessitate providing more 
classroom facilities than those in¬ 
corporated in the original unit. 
In the proposed plans these fu¬ 
ture additions may he made and 
wdll constitute an integral part 
of your plant; they will in no 
sense destroy the unity or bal¬ 
ance of the building. At the 
same time their absence will not 
be noted during the period when 
there is no need for them. 

The second recommendation of 
the survey stall is that there be 
provided adequate iilaygrounds 
lying to the north end of the pro¬ 
posed building. This recommenda¬ 
tion Involves the purchase of cer¬ 
tain lota to the east of the pres¬ 
ent grounds now occuiiied by res¬ 
idences. The total extent of the 
area to be acquired will be de¬ 
termined by the amount neces¬ 
sary to bring the total area pro¬ 
vided to aiiproxiniately live acres. 
A rough estimate indicates that 
this wdll be done wdien the dis¬ 
trict has acquired the lots as far 
north ns the projected upiier 
curb of Laurel Avenue. 

The survey stall believe that it 
is not necessary or advi.sable to 
secure the entire block since the 
upper limits of the proiierty are 
.so much higher than the lower; 
and since the difliculty for treat¬ 
ing and handling this steeiily 
sloping ground is so great, it is 
the opinion of the survey stall 
that the first cost jilus the ex¬ 
pense of maintenance be incon¬ 
sistent wit lithe amount of service 
to be obtained therefrom. On the 
other hand, by securing the lots 
to the east of the present location, 
ground much more accessilile to 
the building wdll be added to the 
grounds end the dtstrict will ac¬ 
quire splendid shade trees which 


wdll be a tremendous a.sset in 
providing adequate recreational 
facilities for the school and for 
the community. 

'I'he present playgrounds are 
poorly developed and are so bro¬ 
ken by improperly placed and in¬ 
adequately constructed walls that 
they do not contribute to the ade¬ 
quate functioning of the physical 
eduation and playground activi¬ 
ties. The present retaining walls 
cut up the play areas but do not 
prevent erosion and damage thru 
drainage. In the financial pro- 
vi: ion there should be included 
suflicieiit amount to set up the 
retaining walls, doing necessary 
grading, and providing adequate 
ilrainage. The exact manner in 
which this is to be accompli.shed 
has not been worked out. It 
would involve engineering services 
which the survey staff do not feel 
justified in emjiloying at this 
stage of the proceeding. 

There is adequate playground 
apparatus already provided; this 
apparatus could be .salvaged and 
.set up on the new grounds. With 
the building as proposed, the kin¬ 
dergarten children would be pro¬ 
vided for with adequate play¬ 
grounds at the extreme east of 
the site. The small children would 
be provided for north of and 
I'losely adjacent to their class¬ 
rooms. The older children would 
iiave adequate and ample grounds 
to the north and west of the 
proposed building. In all classes 
the playgrounds should be imme¬ 
diately accessible to children who 
use them and would be under the 
immediate and direct supervision 
.11 the entire teaching corps. 

All matters pertaining to fire 
protection, proper lighting, heat¬ 
ing, ventilating, sanitation and 
service facilities may be adequate¬ 
ly caied for in the proposed plan. 

The survey stalT recommends 
: hat the elementary school district 
of Sierra Aladic make an experd- 
itiire of $185,000 to cover the 
cost of the above recommended 
provision. Building plant, $165,- 
000. Improving grounds, $20,000. 

The survey staff further rec¬ 
ommends that the Sierra Aladre 
elementary school district float 
the amount of bonds necessary to 
make available funds for the 
above desired improvements. The 
survey staff believes that a 20- 
year serial bond would be the 
"most desirable kind to employ in 
meeting this financial obligation.
